The Macedonia was badly dhmaxed, being 
struck amidships with terrific force and hav- 
ins its side stove in from the engine-room 
‘to the mainmast. Two plates were also torn 
off. The excitement on board was intense, 
and for séveral minutes it was almost im- 
possible to restrain members of the crew 


ing overboard. The ship was leaking badly 
and all were fearful it would founder before 
assistance could be obtained. Fortunately 
the accident occurred while it was yet light, 
and this in a measure inspired the crew and 
paseengers with confidence for their safety. 

The Macedonia was in command of Ca p- 
tain Kufale and carried a crew of twenty- 
five and six passengers. Fivé of the crew, 
together with the second mate, came ashore 
in the ship's boat and telegraphed the Mer- 
ritt Coast Wrecking company to send a tug 
to the Macedonia’s assistance. One of the 
Macedonia’s crew was drowned. 

When the collision oceu the sea was 
running light, but a heavy fog prevailed 
Owing to this each of the boats was proceed- 
ing under suppressed steam, although both 
of them were going at a fair rate of speed. 
According to report neither crew was cog- 
nizant of the presence of the other until it 
was too late to avoid coming together. The 
Captains ordered, the course of the respec- 
tive vessels changed, but the only effect it 
had was to lessen the force of the collision 
and the extent of damage. 

No signals of distress wére displayed, but 
the crew of Conover Gaskin's fishery hav- 
ing witnessed the accident from the shore, 
put out one of their boats and started to 
render assistance to the Macedonia’s crew 
and passengers. On their way seaward they 
came in contact with the members of the 
Macedonia’s crew bound for shore, and they 
told them they considered the Macedonia in 
grave danger. Learning this the fishing 
crew, with renewed zeal, Gantinued on its 
way in order to render all ald possible. 
When the fishing crew reached the Mace- 
donia, however, the excitement had been 
somewhat quelled, and those on beard had 
deen influenced in believing their position 
safe, consequently they refused the offer of 
the fishermen to take them ashore.

TEST OF ALCOHOL AS A FOOD. 


Prof. at Conn., 
Describes the Result of Experi- 


Middletown, Conta, June 18.—{Speciat. 1— 
At the meeting of the Middletown Scientific 
association tonight Prof. W. G. Atwater of 
Wesleyan Yniversity made further reports 


‘on his experiments with the effects of aleo- 


hol on the human system. | 

He gave a summary of the results obtained 
from experiments upon à man in the res- 
piration calorimeter. The progress of the 
experiment is officially described as follows: 

“Pure alcohol was administered with 
water or coffee. The alcohol was taken with 
the ordinary diet of meat, bread, butter, 
milk, sugar, and the like. The amount per 
day was equal to about twe and a half 
ounces of absolute alcohol—about as much 
as would be contained in three average 
glasses of whisky or a bottle of claret or 
Rhine wine. It was given in six doses, three 
with meals and three between meals. 

“Three important results were observed. 


First, the alcohal was ox ; that is, 
burned as completely as meat, or any 
other food.

Details of the Wreckage.. 

D. S. Doty’s two-story frame house rocked 
from its foundation, twisted full around, and 
settled back again, while its roof joined the 
carpeting of débris. A. Tobin’s carriage 
and farm implement store fell upon its con- 
tents. Buggies were splintered and parts 
of mowers and reapers scattered for 100 
‘yards around. High in the midst of the ruin 
perches the heavy iron safe ten feet higher.

The New Richmond flouring mill, a four

STRENGTH OF FILIPINO REVOLT. 
General Otis was oversanguine when he 
reported that General Lawton's gailant 
capture of Las Pinas and Paranaque on 
Saturday had broken the resistance of the 
insurgents in the Province of Cavite. Yes- 
terday’s engagement between the Filipinos 
and Lawton’s forces at the Zapote River, 
near Bakoor, was so severe as to deserve 
the name of a battle rather than of a 
akirmish. In spite of the aid given by seven 
warships, it seems to have resulted in the 
heaviest American loss suffered since he 
beginning of the outbreak, Genera! Otis’ 
official dispatch places the loss in killed 
and wounded at thirty, but an Associated 
Press dispatch sent later in the day says 
‘the American loss is conservatively esti- 
Winsted at sixty. It remains to be seen if 
General Otis“ hopeful announcement that 
the Oavite insurgents are “ now scattered 
and in retreat is verified. 
The extreme boldness of the rebels south 
of Manila indicates that the strength of 
the insurrection in this direction has been 
underestimated. General Otis states that 
‘the insurgents in this southern section were 
not molested until they threatened a strong 
itself.

the Mayor shall approve are to be borne by 
the city. | 

The commission is directed to report upon 
the needs of the thickly peopled districts 
in particular for 1901 2 parks and play- 
grounds, and upon the supply of public 
recreation grounds in the newer parts of 
the city, and finally upon the subject of 
preserving any larger areas either within 
or beyond the corporate limits which pos- 
sess features of natural beauty. - 

This resolution may well commend itself 
to the Finance conimittee. It has been 
under consideration for several months, is 
conceived in a broad spirit of apprecia- 
tion for the public interest, and looks 
not only to the present but to the future. 
While laying chief emphasis upon the pro- 
vision of recreative opportunities in the

WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN NEW ORLEANS. 


An interesting suffrage incident took 


place in New Orleans last week. An elec- 


tion was held to determine whether a tax 
levy should be made for a scientific system 
of sewerage and water works. The 
franchise was limited to property-owners, 
and women who held property were al- 
lowed to vote. The late constitutional 


convention gave taxpaying women the right 


to vote upon all questions submitted to 
taxpayers, and with unusual chivalry per- 
mitted the woman who did not wish to 
go to the polls herself to give a proxy to 
some one else to vote for her. The pfoxy 
had to be signed by two male witnesses, 
as a woman is not a competent witness 
to a legal document in Louisiana. There 
are 10,000 taxpaying women in New 
Orleans and they turned out in large 
numbers, some in 4 and a few by proxy, 
and voted solidly for good sewerage and 
drainage. They had previously organized 
a Woman's league for the campaign, and 
Miss Kate Gordon, who was its leader, 
says in the New Orleans Picayune: 

Many of the women went to the polls themselves 
—hundreds voted by proxy. But it Is safe to say 
that the number of taxpaying women who had 
voted up to noon wae a revelation to me.

I voted this morning, and then went 
down to the City Hall, where I was kept busy for 
some time securing affidavits, and then I went to 
the various polls casting the votes of the various 
women whose proxice I held. Many of these 
proxies I distribtited among other women, who 
voted them in the proper precincts. We had a 
regular system of organization—in. each precinct 
we had a special committee of women at work, 
and these saw that each taxpaying woman did 
Tun Trisune believes this is the first 
time women have ever voted in a large 
city in this copntry upon a question of 
municipal improvements.

covery it becomes at once the free pos- 
session of all, both for use and for further 
improvement.

This fact is interesting in connection with 
the confidence of certain thoughtful persons 
that the scientific motive is destined to 
be the great moralizing agent in the world. 
They point to the fact that many a scien- 
tist of today is absolutely careless of all 
other considerations except the chance to 
pursue his work under favorable circum- 
etances, and as regards those scientists 
—of whom there assuredly are some—who 
still give evidence of responding to the 
‘money-making spell, they are pointed to 
as exemplifying a transition stage—as re- 
sponding to the new motive though not en- 
*tirely freed from the old. 8 | 

The scientific spirit as a means of im- 
pelling men to strenuous effort and of ex- 
pelling more common ambitions, not only 
opens up glowing fields to the imagination, 
but certainly has something more than 
imaginary fruits to show in the century’s 
history of medicine.

Little Blanche, 30 horse-power; Quyon River, 
1,000 horse-power; Coulogne River, 27,600 horse- 
power; Black River, 24,000 horse-power; Gati-

Horses in Greater Demand. 


With horse buyers from Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
and the Dakotas scouring the ranges of Oregon 
and Washington, and paying from $15 up for 
animals which two or three years ago were con- 
sidered fit only for the abattoir, where they sold 
for $1.50 to $2 per head, it is apparent the advent 
of the horseless age has been postponed. So great 
is the demand for heavy work horses and animals 
suitable for the cavairy service that it is impos- 
sible to meet it with the class of animals, re- 
quired, and buyers are filling out orders in some 
cases with unbroken range horses, for which as 
high as $40 per head has been paid. Government 
buyers, who a few years ago were wont to cull 
closely and reject everything that did not meet 
the exact requirements, have been compelled to 
waive some of the specifications or else fail to 
secure the full cueta of animals needed. There 
is also a steady mand for fast harness horses. 
So long as men have money with which to gratify 
their desires for the luxuries of life, the back- 
bending bicycle and the inanimate horseless car- 
riage will never supplant the quadruped whose 
speed, intelligence, and beauty have been popular 
themes for the poet and painter throughout all 
ages.—Portland Oregonian.

After Work of the New Orleans in War 


Officers Are Surprised at Out- 
come of Tests. 


The New Orleans, which according to re- 


on the hands of the United States nav 
officials, was one of the two cruisers p 


the ning of the Spanish-American war. 
Its — ig name was the Amazonas, and it 
was built in England, at Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

In March, 1898, it was announced that the 
United States had bought two cruisers be- 
longing to Brazil, the Amazonas and the 
Almirante Abrouill. The Amazonas was put 
in commission two days later, March 16, 
after having been named the New Orleans, 


and on April 11 the ship arrived at Halifax, | 
disabled by the severe storms then raging. 


The cruiser became one of Commodore 
Schley’s fleet, and on May 13 the squadron 
left Hampton Roads, touched at Charleston 
and Key West, and then sailed for Santiago. 

Off Santiago the New Orleans did some of 
the best bombarding performed by any ship 
in the fleet, and, being the only vessel in 
the squadron provided with smokeless pow- 
der, was a constant source of pride to the 
naval officers. Naval men who served at 
Santiago hear with surprise that the ahip 
is pronounced topheavy and unseaworthy. 

After four bombardments at Santiago the 
New Orleans was detached for guard duty 
off San Juan, Porto Rico, On July 20 the 
French steamer Olinde Rodriguez attempted 
to run the blockade, and was captured by the 
New Orleans. A week later it chased off the 
German steamer Croatia, which was trying 


When peace was declared the New Orleans 
went to Cienfuegos, Key West, and then 
was ordered north for repairs. Within the 
last week the officer in charge of the experi- 
mental work on war vessels pronounced the 
cruiser topheavy and dangerous. Placing a 
large amount of the weight above the water- 
line has been found advantageous in the 
building of men-of-war, but it requires a 
peculiar nicety of adjustment, which was 
not attained in the New Orleans. 

The Albany; which was purchased at the 
opening of hostilities, was not launched until 
Jan. 14, 1899. It also was a Brazilian vessel, 
the Almirante Abroulll. Both ships are ex- 
actly alike. They are classed as unarmored 
steel cruisers—that protected vessels 
sheathed with wood.
